In  virtue  of  the  Alliance  dsjnblished  between  the  Uiited  Kingdom  and 
the  Union  cf  Soviet  Socialist  Republics,  the  high  Contracting  Parties 
mutually  undertake  tc  afford  one  euiother  military  and  other  assistance  and 
support  of  all  kinds  in  the  v.ar  against  Germany  and  all  those  States  which

The  high  Contracting  Parties  undertake  not  tc  enter  into  any  negotiatl*
